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Moscow Gay Activists Panic After Murder

Moscow gay activists are panicked following 
the grisly murder of a gay activist who published 
one of Moscow's leading pro-democracy 
newspapers. 

In a fax, Moscow Gay and Lesbian Union 
founder Roman Kalinin, who has just returned to 
Moscow from his one-month U.S. tour, said "I am 
very much afraid." 

Kalinin has had to leave his apartment, fax 
machine in tow, because his landlord found out 
that he is a gay activist. At press time, Kalinin was 
unreachable from the West. 

But Julie Dorf, the San Francisco-based co- 
founder of the International Gay and Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission, spoke with Kalinin 
December 13. 

"Gay activist Alexander Lukeshev was 
murdered - an incredibly cruel and grotesque 
murder with his ligaments torn off and shit like 
that," Dorf said. "He was the editor of the 
independent democratic newspaper New Life. 

"Roman is very scared. So is everyone else. 
They seem rather certain it was the KGB. Tema (the 
newspaper published by Kalinin - Russia's only 
gay paper) has been getting a lot of anti-gay 
attention in the press." 

Dorf continued: "Roman and ten other gay 
activists have been summoned to the police station 
this Monday (December 17) and he doesn't know 
what is going to happen. It really doesn't look good. 
Roman told me, 'They're trying to organize a trial 
against us.' He said, 'Gorbachev is collecting his 
strength right now through the police and the 
army." 

Meanwhile, in Leningrad, the founder of that 
city's gay group - known as The Tchaikovsky 


Foundation for the Cultural Initiatives and Defense 
of Sexual Minorities - has been charged under 
Soviet Penal Code Article 121.1, which outlaws anal 
sex between men. 

Said Dorf: "After several successful meetings 
with members of the Leningrad City Council, the 
leader of the Tchaikovsky group, Olga Zhuk, went 
to the city council to get the group officially 
registered. But along with the city council 
members, the city attorney and the public 
prosecutor showed up and _ charged _ the 
organization — and specifically Olga Zhuk - with 
violation of Article 121.1" 

"I didn't believe this when I heard it," Dorf 
continued, "but now I have it in writing twice over. 
She was also charged with ‘gathering groups of 
criminals'." 

Article 121.1 criminalizes only anal sex 
between men. Its repeal is the major goal of Soviet 
activists. Violators are sentenced to five years in a 
labour camp. 

"Afterwards," Dorf said, "she (Zhuk) was 
harassed on the street by plainclothes KGB agents 
and threatened. Then her keys were stolen and later 
the same day a lot of her documents and the papers 
from the organization were taken — the same thing 
that happened to Roman two months ago." 

Dorf fears that Kalinin could also be charged 
under Article 121.1. 

"Roman is worried (police) are trying to get 
some kind of criminal trial against Tema and the 
gay movement. There's a lot of laws to get them on, 
but it looks like the easiest is 121.1. If they used it 
against a woman in Leningrad, they can use it 
against anybody." w

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Madonna Mentor Dies

"AIDS is a powerful and mysterious disease that 
continues to elude us, but we are more powerful because 
we can stop it from spreading any further by educating 
ourselves and finding out the facts." 
Madonna, 1987 Madison Square 
Garden AIDS benefit concert. 
Christopher Flynn, one of Madonna's closest 
friends, died in November of complications from 
AIDS. A memorial service was held for Flynn in 
California on December third, the same day 
Madonna appeared on ABC's Nightline to discuss 
her video Justify My Love. She appeared on the 
program dressed in black. Flynn is one of several 
friends Madonna has lost to AIDS, including artist 
Martin Burgoyne who designed the cover art for 
her Burning Up single. 
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Madonna once noted, "He [Flynn] was my first 
introduction to glamour and sophistication. He 
used to take me to all the gay discotheques in 
downtown Detroit. Men were doing poppers and 
going crazy." 

In 1989, Flynn attended The First Annual AIDS 
Project Los Angeles Dance-A-Thon at the Shrine 
Auditorium, with Madonna, Sandra Bernhard and 
singer Nikki Harris. At the event Flynn addressed 
the participants regarding Madonna's presence, 
"She was one of the first people I turned to when I 
was diagnosed. She understands, and she knows 
that being here makes all the difference in the 
world, and as her oldest living disco partner, I 
claim the first dance." W

Motherpeace: Women's Spirituality

"Enter the circle in peace and harmony. Enter 
the circle in love and in faith. Oh, heal ... make 
whole, where holy. Oh heal ... make whole, where 
holy. Enter the Circle...." ® 


As tom-toms and chants send out the 
invitation of the Divine Mother, women 
dressed in warm sweaters and jeans gather 
together in the living room of a house in 
Calgary on the eve of Winter Solstice, one of 
the eight Sabbats celebrated in women's 
spirituality. In the variance of their ages is 
represented the moon cycles, the three-form 
of the Goddess personified as the three female 
ages of Maiden, Mother and Crone or Wise- 
Woman. 


Beth, the survivor of an abusive marriage 
and now a single parent with three children, 
spreads her crystals and healing stones out on 
the floor in front of her. Her six-year-old 
daughter, Cala, plays quietly with the contents 
of her own medicine bag. 


Rosalie, a lesbian and self-proclaimed 
witch of the ancient Earth-oriented religion of 
Wicca, arrives with her partner, Gabby. She 
scatters gifts of leaves and feathers around the 
outer area of the core of the Circle. Gabby 
places a pewter statue of the war goddess 
Astarte in the centre next to an earthenware 
bowI which represents the cauldron. 

Janice, a dancer, poet, and incest survivor, 
lifts her arms to a framed ink drawing of the 
Chinese Mood Goddess, Heng O, who stands 
beneath the 
overlooks the Circle. 

Marie, sitting in the Lotus position, 


spreading cassia tree and 


presses a piece of rose quartz firmly to the 
fourth chakra, the heart centre, the grief point, 
and closes her eyes in meditation. Her twin 
brother, Mark, died recently of AIDS. Ruth, a 
white-haired grandmother who lost both 
breasts to cancer, moves to sit beside Marie 
and reaches out to her with a lace-trimmed 
hanky to wipe away a solitary tear that slides 
down the slope of her cheek. =» 
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Joining hands, they enter the Circle, the 
womb of the Goddess, where they are 
received and held securely in a place beyond a 
wariness of time and mortality. 

Across the continent in sunny California, a 
coven of skyclad women gather together in 
celebration on an enclosed beach. They join 
hands and dance together as the Goddess 
teases their joyous nakedness with warm, sea— 
scented breezes. 

In an apartment in Halifax, a recently 
widowed 62-year-old woman lights an 
incense cone and bows her head at the altar 
which adorns the top of her stereo with 
candles, gemstones, sea shells, nuts, sage, 
feathers, and bits of driftwood. She, alone with 
her books and her need, speaks to the Mother, 
joined with her sisters in the sacredness of 
women's mysteries. In meditation, she 
journeys within, through the darkness and the 
silence to the tiny pin-prick of light that 
bursts through her body-mind like a nova. 

Whether working alone as uncounted 
thousands of women are doing, or joined 
together in Circles, on every full moon and 
Sabbat worldwide, women of all cultures and 
races meet to celebrate the seasons. The ritual 
Circles, as is the moon, the egg, the spiral, the 
coiled snake, the labyrinth, and the down- 
pointing triangle are all Goddess-creation 
symbols. The down-pointing 
represents Goddess and female fertility (the 
womb) and sexuality (the vagina).

In these Sabbat gatherings, each woman is 
herself the Priestess; there are no revered 
leaders. Structure is based on consensus, using 


the ancient knowledge and the divergent gifts 
and blessings of each of those present. The 
rituals are beautiful and empowering, and the 
woman-bond is strong; each reclaiming 
individually her identity with her own female 
goddess divinity. In unity, they reclaim birth 
and the purity of women's bodies that have 
been declared unclean under patriarchal 
oppression; the knowledge and skills, the 
heritage of healers, scholars, and artists; and 
the return of women's identity in goddess 
spirituality and their rightful force in the 
universe. 

This is not Satanism or black witchcraft. 
This is not the emergence of a new philosophy 
in a new age. This is the relearning of the 
ancient wisdoms. Women's spirituality is a 
religion of poetry and candlelight rituals, 
creative beauty and sisterhood, and a healing 
the that encompasses all who live on our 
planet. It is the awakening of woman, to take 
back what has always been rightfully hers and 
was taken away. Through the overthrow of 
matriarchy, through centuries of Judaism and 
of Christianity, through the 
Inquisition, the Catholic witch burnings, and 


the rise 


the persecutions that carried through into 
Protestantism, the Goddess has survived. The 
survival of the female deity as creator and life 
force is a powerful affirmation validating the 
psychology of women's self—determination. 
The Mother is the Goddess of All Things. 
She is the moon and the earth, the land and 
the seas. All life is emerged and nourished 
from her womb and breasts and is returned to 
her again at death. She waxes and wanes in 
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cycles, and the phases of the moon are her 
cycles in the universe beyond in an unending 
circle of rebirth and renewal. 

Each year awakens with the fresh green 
newness of Spring, waxes into a dark rich 
fertile Summer, matures into an explosive riot 
of colour at the Autumn harvest, and wanes 
into the deep white sleep of Winter. Women 
who celebrate the Circle believe in the 
continuum of life after death. Time holds no 
terror for those who accept birth and death as 
dualities of the wholeness of creation, the 
wheel which has no beginning and no end. 

Women come to the Goddess in a number 
of ways. Some come forward in pain, in search 
of physical and/or emotional healing. Some 
are seeking knowledge and understanding, 
and have not found their answers in the 
traditional forms of religion which have, in 
their patriarchal structure, repressed the 
creative feminine force and denied them 
models for learning strength, autonomy, and 
independence. Others 
enlightenment find the Mother's pathway 


seeking spiritual 
through the practice of Yoga or some other 
form of meditation. Still others find her in the 
political arena as feminists in pursuit of and 
demanding the rights and freedoms that 
belong to all women. They all recognize the 
untruth in their realities and they all come 
together with a common need, as one. The 
Goddess opens her arms. 

Women's spirituality is filled with magic 
and mystique. Each time a woman makes 
contact with that higher plane and draws the 
form of creative 


forces down in_ the 


expression, she performs magic. And in 
connecting her physical energies with those of 
the higher forces, she transcends her physical 
limitations and becomes one with she who is 
the Goddess, the very essence; she who is the 
mystique within each and every woman. 

"I who am the beauty of the green earth and 
the white moon among the stars and the mysteries 
of the waters, I call upon your soul to arise and 
come unto me. For I am the soul of nature that 
gives life to the universe. From me all things 
proceed and unto me they must return. Let my 
worship be in the heart that rejoices, for behold -- 
all acts of love and pleasure are my rituals. Let 
there be 
compassion, honor and humility, mirth and 


beauty and strength, power and 


reverence within you. And you who seek to know 
me, know that your seeking and yearning will avail 
you not, unless you know the mystery; for if that 
which you seek, you find not within yourself, you 
will never find it without. For behold, I have been 
with you from the beginning, and I am that which 
is attained at the end of desire." @

Mapplethorpe Re-Defined Art

The way to - approach _ Robert 
Mapplethorpe's photography (I'll let you 
decide for yourself whether or not it 
constitutes art) is to: 

A) forget everything you may have heard 
or read about him (including, alas, this very 
column) and, 

B) judge his works as a whole, without 
singling out any particular photograph to 
form the basis of your opinion. 

The man was just too varied in his style 
and subject matter to be pigeonholed by a 
single picture. Mapplethorpe, you see, was as 
comfortable dabbling with life and celebrity 
portraits as he was with sadomasochistic, 
bondage photography and serious studies of 
the black, male nude. 

This is the mistake most people make in 
forming their opinion of the photographer: 


they are exposed to only the most highly- 
touted of his works (such as the self-portrait 
with the bullwhip stuck up his tush) and let 
these images create their view of the man and 
his life's works. 

Nothing could be more wrong. 

When writing about Robert 
Mapplethorpe, one writes about the classic 
confrontation of Art versus Obscenity. You 
can't get around it; his work has always been 
surrounded by _ controversy, and 
Mapplethorpe seems to have revelled in it. 


That he is considered by many to have 
been the most talented American 
photographer of the eighties has only added 
fuel to the fire he started. 

Several public exhibitions, aborted 
attempts at public exhibitions and a

groundbreaking legal case later, no one is any 
closer to knowing for sure whether 
Mapplethorpe was indeed an artistic genius or 
whether he was just a -- well, an obscene 
pervert. 

But before we delve further into 
Mapplethorpe and his works, let's familiarize 
ourselves a bit with the man himself. 

From all accounts, Mapplethorpe seems to 
have been a rather soft-spoken man, which is 
strange considering the subject matter of some 
of his 
photographs. 
Strange, that is, 
until you begin 
to consider the 


pictures 
themselves; and 
in their 


compositions, the 
work that was 
put into them. 
Then you start 
realizing the time 


and effort 
involved in 
creating these 
works. His 


pictures are not 
merely quickly- 
taken Polaroids, 
but rather the 
end result of long 
and hard 
deliberation on 
the textures, the 
lighting, the 
composition of his subject; whether it is a vase 
full of tulips or a tattooed, leatherclad slave. 
He admitted in a Newsweek article (July 25, 
1988) that "I don't differentiate, really. Once I 
commit to a subject, I go for it." 

There's no doubt either that Mapplethorpe 
was an artist, regardless of whether you 
consider his works art or not. He was well-

trained in painting and sculpture at Brooklyn's 
distinguished Pratt University, where, 
incidentally, he met one of his favorite 
models-to be, the queen of the punk 
underground, Patti Smith. 

Mapplethorpe sprang from American 
middle-class suburbia (Flora Park, New York, 
to be precise) into everything that is New York 
City, and when, in the early seventies, he 
picked up a camera seriously for the first time, 
he began unapologetically breaking the rules 

and creating a 


style that, 
although often 
imitated, was 


completely his 
own 


(I might 
mention that 
Picasso and 
Beethoven, in 


their days, did 
exactly the same 


thing with 
painting and 
music.) 

When 
Mapplethorpe 
first exhibited his 
works publicly in 


SoHo in 1977, it 
brought the 
controversy, the 
notoriety and the 


critical acclaim 
that would 
continue to 


surround him. 

Nevertheless, he would never have 
become a household name had it not been for 
two recent incidents that instantly made 
Mapplethorpe front page news, and reopened 
the age-old issue of what is it exactly that 
makes art art. 

The first occurred in June of 1989, when 
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Washington's Corcoran Gallery of Art 
cancelled an exhibition of Mapplethorpe's 
works. Museum director Christina Orr- 
Cahall explained: "We felt this exhibition was 
at the wrong place at the wrong time." This, 
despite the fact the exhibition was a huge 
success at New York City's Whitney Museum 
the previous summer. 

Orr-Cahall may have had a _ point 
however, as the U.S.'s National Endowment 
for the Arts had partly subsidized the 
exhibition with a 
$30,000 _— grant, 
and the museum 
did not want to 
be in the position 
to explain why it 
was using tax- 
payers’ money to 
Pays § for an 
exhibition _ that 
many high- 
placed __ people 
considered 
obscene. 

(Canada 
recently 
experienced a 
similar brouhaha 
when the Canada 
Council 
subsidized an 
exhibition by 
photographer 
Andres Serrano 
which included 
his infamous 
Piss Christ, which depicted a 
submerged in Serrano's urine. Ick.) 

At any rate, disaster was thus averted in 
Washington. Not so, shortly thereafter in 
Cincinnati. 

It began when Mapplethorpe's exhibition 
was displayed at the city's Contemporary Arts 
Center. In order to avoid the problems

Washington faced, the CAC withdrew from 
the Cincinnati Art Fund (which, incidentally, 
provided a quarter of the museum's funding 
in 1989). 

Despite this precaution, however, the 
CAC and its Director, Dennis Barrie, were 
still busted for two separate misdemeanor 
counts: use of a minor in nudity-oriented 
material and pandering to obscenity. 

This action eventually grew to perhaps the 
biggest court case of 1990. 

From all 
appearances, the 
deck seemed to 
be stacked 
against the CAC 
and Barrie. First 
of all, jurors were 
only allowed to 
see the five 
pictures in 
question, out of 
an exhibition of 
175 (most of 


which were 
flowers and 
portraits). 

As 
Newsweek put it 
in their 


September 117, 
1990 issue: "If we 
only his 
Rape of the 
Sabines’ (which 
depicts a_ brutal 
sexual assault) to 
judge by, would Peter Paul Rubens be called 
a master painter or pornographer?" 

Next, it seemed that the judge in this case, 
Judge David Albanese was determined to 
stack the jury against the CAC, Barrie and 
Mapplethorpe any way he could. 

Newsweek (again; this magazine just loves 
the art versus obscenity issue!) explains 
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the situation far better than I probably could, 
in its October 8, 1990 issue: 

"only three people in the pool of 50 
(prospective jurors) had even seen the 
Mapplethorpe show. Judge Albanese refused 
to dismiss one prospective juror who was a 
former church worker on the mailing list of an 
anti-porn organization. She'd seen copies of 
two of the photos and already deemed them 
‘not morally decent' -- but insisted she could 
be impartial. 'The lady gave me _ the 
impression she 
would follow the 


law,' said the 
judge. ‘She's an 
opinionated 

lady.’ The 


defense had to 
use one of its six 
peremptory 

dismissals to get 
her off the jury. 
On the 
prosecution side, 
one man _ was 


dismissed 
presumably 
because he once 
subscribed to 
Playboy." 

You may be 
glad to know 


that the verdict 
reached in this 


case was not 
guilty”. 


Okay folks, time to put in my own two 
cents’ worth, and give you my opinion. (As if 
you haven't guessed already, particularly if 
you're a regular follower of Thank You and 
Good Afternoon.) 

Is Robert Mapplethorpe's photography to 
be construed as art or obscenity? I say, 
wholeheartedly, that it is art in the purest

sense of the word. They are works which 
required incredible skill, a unique style and a 
truckload of forthrightness and perseverance. 
Da Vinci could have done no better. 


And yet I also say that certain of 
Mapplethorpe's works are obscene as well. 

But I don't see that there's anything 
necessarily wrong with obscenity as 
Mapplethorpe depicts it. 

Certain of Mapplethorpe's works are sure 
to arouse certain 
feelings in the 
viewer, and not 
always feelings 
that we like to 
admit we have. If 
they didn't, they 
wouldn't be a 
success; they 
would not have 
accomplished the 
purpose for 
which they were 
created. 


The best art 
will leave us 
with a_ slightly 
altered 
perception of the 
world. 

Mapplethorp 
e's art does this. 

I would be 
proud to own 
and display any 
of his works in my home. 


Robert Mapplethorpe died of AIDS before 
Cincinnati erupted over his legacy. 

And once again it is the world, sadly, that 
has suffered.
